Poasibly
it may be found expedient by a future act of

This ean
E:doterminod only by testing the“markets
of the United States and of Enrope. As the
new bonds will be free from local and na-
tional taxation, whioch, taken together, will
not in most of our cities amount to less than
two per cont., the interest derived from the
five per cent, bonds will be equivalent to
that which is derived from seven per cent.
bonds if subjest to such taxation. If the
income tax, which is at present less
than one-healf of one per cent. of the in-
terest, should be removed, yet the local taxa-
tion, amounting to not less than one and
one- r cent., will remain, and in that
case the five per cent. untaxed loan will pay
the same net interest to the holder as a six
and one-half per cent. loan wounld pay if sab-
jeot only to local taxes, This rate of interest
will insure the ultimate absorption of these
five per cent. bonds by banks, insarance
offices, and by capitalists who seek a secure
and permanent investment of trust funds
bere and abroad.

That the United States are amply able to
pay the publio debt, and have given to the
world the most solemn pledge that it shall be
fully and faithfully paid, no one can doubt
who is acquainted with the state of publio opi-
nion, or with the Constitution itself, which
Brovideu that the obligations of the United

tates shall not be impaired, while on the
other band the debt incurred in maintaining
the Rebellion shall not be assumed or paid,
either by the BStates individually or by the
pation,

Thexe is but one danger to which the public
was formerly exposed. It was discovered in
the early years of the war, and has been more
fully developed Ly later experience. Formerly
it was the practice of the Treasury Depart-
ment to manufacture the publio securities at
Washington by persons employed in the
Printing Burean, and the result of this ex-
periment was not satisfactory to the Trea-
sury Department, to Congress, or to those
who were interested in Government issues,
It was so obviously subject to great abnse

that it was condemned by the joint
investigatin committeo of the
House and Senate, in their ample

report of March 8, 1869, and by the report
of the Hon. George S. Boutwell, Becretary
of the Treasury, who stated, in substance,
that for the purpose of giving the highest
d of seourity against a repetition of the
ortunate irregularities disclosed in the
committee report, he had adopted the plan
which had been aiso sanetion by that com-
mittee, mamely, to have all the Treasury
securities so prepared as to require at least
three imprints ugon every piece of paper;
one to be made by one bank note engrav-
miﬁ company, of unqguestioned responsi-
bility; a second imprint to be e b
another of such companies—both of whi
should be wholly connected with the
Department, and in a different city;
and the last imprint to be made by the Pgint-
iﬂf Bureau in the Treasury at Washington.
aper to be used was to be manufactured
at still a third and distant point, to be deliv.
ered under special safeguards, and to be of a
peouliar character, The paper manufacturer
and the two companies thus became guards
upon each other and upon the employes in the
Printing Bureau, and the Printing Burean a
guard over them, and thusall probable chances
of over-issues, duplications, or other frand
seemed avoided., This plan of manufacturin
the Government securities, which, as state
in his official report, bas been adopted by the
Secretary of the Treasury, has met with the
approbation of all financiel men who are ac-
quainted with the subject, and has justly
seoured among capitalists a feeling of confi-
dence that there is now little danger of their
waking nup some years hence to find their
vaults filled with false or duplicate bonds,
which might be repudiated by the Govern-
ment, though printed from genuine plates
and issued from its Printing Bureau. Some
rumors have been s of late that the
Secretary proposes to abandon this plan of
manufactoring the new bonds, and to return
to the soheme which experience has proved
go disastrous. We do not eredit them, for i
is not probable that Mr, Boutwell will aot
gontrary to the assurances he has given to the
public 1n his report, or that he will, for any
cause, endanger the success of his new loan
by diminishing confidence in the safety of his
bonds.

THE TRUE COMPROMISE BETWEEN
THE TWO WINGS OF THE REPUBLI.
OAN PARTY.

The recent votes of the House on the daties
upon coal and salt must jconvince many Re-
publicans of the fact we urged so strongly
and frequently more than a year ago—that
the moderate party on the tariff question is
extremely strong throughout the country.
1t is all very well for the Pennsylvania Ite-
publicans to seek to bolster up their local in.
terests to am extreme degree, or, on the
other haund, for the ultra free-traders
of Missouri and the West to alr
their theories for nuniversal free-trade
and direct taxation. The nation at larEo
favors neither of these ultraisms. The
people know, whatever they may think of the
abstract benefit of free trade, that the interest
on the debt and the sums towards its redemp-
tion must be paid from indireot taxation,
and that no form of this burden is so little
felt as the duties of a tariff, Undoubtedly,
ina Iurul abstract view, the most just and
sound method of taxation is the direct one;
but practically the people will not bear it,
and they pay most y what they do not
know to be paid to the tax-gatherer,

Taxes in this country must always be in-
direct, And as the consumption by this na-
tion of loxuries will always inclade a vast
Amount of products of foreign countries,
these imports will always form the favorite
objeot of taxation, The vast and ineressing
agricultural distriets of the country, or the
ocommereial lﬂum such as New York, do not
desire to have their greatest neocessities
mnﬂﬂm burdened with duties beoause

monopolies in the Central and East-
ern Btates olaim a bountiful protection from

Government. Even New England has

mainly abandoned her former demand for

protective tariffs. With this strong

in the West and East lll[lporti_ns B

revenue bariff, there will s00n appear an ally

in the Bouth, whose interest must always be
inlow duties. The result is what we predioted
more than s year ago, that the mediam seriff
rrty. being able on many points to include

rom 40 to 100 Democratic voles in Congress,

£i%

and holding a strong position in the Repub-
lioan party, will nnmnti.llv control the
balance of power on this question in both
houses of Congress.

If the monopolists and high-protective
wing will only regard this fact reasonably,
and act aoccordingly, it will benefit the whole
Republican party, both now and in the future
Presidential election. Let them give up the
offort to protect monopolies any farther; let
them abandon high duties, and suffer iron
and coal and woel and lumber to take their
obance on a moderate revenue tax, or with no
Government aid at all. Their constituents
have either sufficiently enriched themselves,
or Lthey have proved to the whole people that
these interests cannot float without an assist-
anoce from the Government which is a publio
burden. Let the monopolist wing now yield
to the inevitable, and accept a onrefully-
framed revenue tariff,

If, however, they are obstinate, and ob-
struct every moderate reform in the tariff
because they cannot sufficiently protect their
own interest, there is imminent danger of a
worse thing coming upon them, and upon
the country. There is undoubtedly a body
of the Democrats who wonld see with indif-
forence the repudiation of the national debt,
and would bail such a lightening of the ous-
tome duties a8 wounld practically pre-
vent the payment of the interest, and en-
tirely shut out an ossibility of ever
meeting the principnr. the revenue re-
formers were rendered desperate, they
might be driven into a serious revolt from
the national party, and, with the Demoorats
and the South, sweep away the most import-
ant portions of ¢even a revenue tariff, and
put a Demoorntio administration in Washing-
ton on the basis of low taxes and repudia-
tion. 'We do not suppose for a moment that
the present Republican ‘‘revenue reformers,"
who include some of the most honored and
intelligent members of the party, propose or
aim at such a disastrons culmination of their
efforts, We only warn the monopolist and
the ultra protectionist that such a froit of
their selfish policy is among the possibilities.
Let them in time govern their course acocord-
ingly, and abandon extreme claims which the
country will not sanction,

The true compromise between the wings
of the Republican party is the formation of
& commiltee of moderate views, who shall
frame for the next session a medinm revenue
tariff, with sole and exclusive reference to
lightening the burdens of taxation, and at
the same time raising revenue enough to
meet all the demands of the Treasury., Under
such a tariff they could go before the country
in the next Presidential election, and carry
everything before them. The nation at large
neither want monopoly nor repudiation. The
medinm course will be the reasonable and
popular one.
